vember 2d, Closes 11 th. 


President Wilson, in Message Prepared 


Before Illness, Makes Appeal 


for Generous Response. n 


Washington, D. C.—In a request to 


the people of the United States to gen- 
erously respond to the Third Bed 
Cross Roll Call the following message 
was dictated by President Wilson be- 
fore his present illness: 


As president of the United State* 


and as president of the American Red 
Cross I recommend and urge a gen- 
erous response to the Third Red Cross 
Roll Call, which opens on November 
the second with the observance of Red 
Cross Sunday and appropriately closes 
on November the eleventh, the first 
anniversary of the signing of the ar- 
mistice. 
', 


Twenty million adults joined the 


Red Cross during the war, prompted 
by a patriotic de.sire to render service 
to their country and to the cause for 
which the United States was engaged 
in war. 
Our patriotism should stand 


the test of peace as well as the test of 
war, and it is an intelligently patriotic 
program which the Red Cross pro- 
poses, a continuance of service to our 
soldiers and sailors, who look to it for 
many things, and a transference to the 
problems of peace at home of the ex- 
perience and methods which it ac- 
quired during the war. 


Stress on Membership. 


It is on membership 
more 
than 


money contributions that the stress of 
the present campaign is laid, for the 
'Red Cross seeks to associate the 
people in welfare work throughout the 
land, especially in those communities 
where neither oflicial nor 
unofficial 


provision has been made for adequate 
public health and social service. 


It is in the spirit of democracy that 


the people should undertake their own 
welfare activities, and the National 
Red Cross wisely intends to exert upon 
community action a. stimulating and 
co-ordinating influence and to place 
the energies of the organization be- 
hind all sound public health and wel- 
fare agencies. 


The American Red Cross does not 


purpose indefinite prolongation of its 
relief 
work abroad, a policy which 


would lay an unjust burden upon our 
own people and lend to undermine the 
self-reliance of the peoples relieved, 
but there is a necessary work of com- 
pletion to be performed before thu 
American Red Cross can honorably 
withdraw from Europe. The congress 
of the United States has imposed upon 
the Red Cross a coniinuing responsi- 
bility abroad by authorizing the secre- 
tary of war to transfer to the Ameri- 
can Red Cross such surplus army med- 
ical supplies and supplementary and 
Dietary foodstuffs HOW in Europe as 
shall not be required by the army, to 
be ustil by the Red Cross to relieve 
the distress which continues in certain 
countries of Europe as a result of the 
war. 


Program Deserves Support. 


To finance these operations, to con- 


clude work which was begun durir^ 
the war, and to carry out some com- 
paratively 
inexpensive 
constructive 


plans for assisting peoples in eastern 
Europe to develop their own welfare 
trganizations, the American Red Cross 
requires, in addition to membership 
fees, a sum of money small in compar- 
ison with the gifts poured into its 
treasury by our generous people dur- 
ing the war. 


Both the greater enduring domestic 


trogram and the lesser temporary for- 
eign program of the Ked Cross de- 
serve enthusiastic support, and I ven- 
ture to hope that its peace-time mem- 
bership will exceed rather than fall 
jelow its impressive war membership.

Washington, D. C.—In a request to 
the people of the United States to gen­ 
erously respond to the Third lied 
Cross Roll Call the following message 
was dictated by President Wilson be­ 
fore his present illness: 


As president of the United States 
and as president of the American Red 
Cross I recommend and urge a gen­ 
erous response to the Third Red Cross t 
Roll Call, which opens on November 
the second with the observance of Red 
Cross Sunday and appropriately closes 
on November the eleventh, the first 
anniversary of the signing of the ar­ 
mistice. 
, 


Twenty million adults joined the 
Red Cross during the war, prompted 
by a patriotic desire to render service 
to their country and to the cause for 
which the United States was engaged 
in war. 
Our patriotism should stand 
the test of peace as well as the test of 
war, aud it is an intelligently patriotic 
program which the Red Cross pro­ 
poses, a continuance of service to our 
soldiers and sailors, who look to it for 
many things, and a transference0to the 
problems of peace at home of the ex­ 
perience and methods which it ac­ 
quired during the war. 


Stress on Membership. 


It Is on membership more than 
money contributions that the stress of 
the present campaign is laid, for the 
/Red 
Cross seeks 
to associate the 
people in welfare work throughout the 
land, especially in those communities 
where neither xuiicial nor unofljcial 
provision has been made for adequate 
public health and social service. 


It Is in the spirit of democracy that 
the people should undertake their own 
welfare activities, and the National 
Red Cross wisely intends to exert upon 
community action a stimulating and 
co-ordinating iniluence and to place 
the energies of the organization be­ 
hind all sound public health and wel­ 
fare agencies. 


The American Red Cross does not 
purpose indefinite prolongation of its 
relief work abroad, a policy which 
would lay an unjust burden upon our 
own people and tend to undermine the 
self-reliance of th6 peoples relieved, 
but there is a necessary work of com­ 
pletion to be perforzued before the 
American Red Cross can honorably 
withdraw from Europe. The congress 
of the United States has imposed upon 
the Red Cross a continuing responsi­ 
bility abroad by authorizing the secre­ 
tary of war to transfer to the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross such surplus army med­ 
ical supplies, and supplementary and 
dietary foodstuffs now .in Europe as 
shall not be required by the army, to 
be used by the Red Cross to relieve 
the distress which continues in certain 
countries of Europe as a result of the 
war. 


Program Deserves Support. 


To finance these operations, to con­ 
clude work which was begun durirT 
the war, and to carry out some com­ 
paratively 
inexpensive 
constructive 
plans for assisting peoples in eastern 
Europe to develop their own welfare 
organizations, the American Red Cross 
requires, in addition to membership 
fees, a sum of money small in compar­ 
ison with the gifts poured into its 
treasury by our generous people dur­ 
ing the war.

Investigation Has Shown Them to Con­ 
tain a Satisfactory Amount of 
Needed Protein. 


Flour from 
the 
cattails 
of the 
swamps has been found by the plant 
chemical laboratory at Washington to 
contain about the same amouift of pro­ 
tein as rice and corn flours, with some­ 
what less fat than wheat flour, and it 
was regarded as a promising substi­ 
tute with wheat flour to the extent of 
10 to 20 per cent. In the investigation, 
of which lie has given an account In 
thej Scientific Monthly, Prof. P. W. 
^Inassen tried the flour in several 
ways, both as part substitute with 
wheat flour in baking and as corn­ 
starch substitute for puddings. 
Bis­ 
cuit’s containing HO and even 100 per 
cent of this flour proved to be palat­ 
able, not very Gifferont from those of 
wheat flour alone, while the puddings 
had an agreeable flavor and were sat­ 
isfactory. 
The flour material is ob­ 
tained from the large 
underground 
rootstalks or rhizomes, of which it 
forms a starch core three-eighths to 
one-half inch in diameter. 
The dried 
rhizomes from an acre of cattails were 
shown to equal 10,702 pounds, and the 
core 
substance, 
passed 
through 
a 
meat grinder and* sifted, yielded fine 
flour at the rate of 5,f>00 pounds per 
acre. 
Many thousand acres of. cattail 
marshes are included in the 139*855 
square miles of swamp land of the 
United States.

NEW WHEAT PEHT DISCOVERED 
Farmers in this vicinity have dis­ 
covered a new pest that is said to be 
doing tremendous damage to the wheat 
crop. The cause of the trouble is a 
small moth imported 
from 
Europe, 
called by scientists the "Angoumois 
Grain Moth.” Tv 'Pennsylvania Dutch 
it is known as the “flutt^rmice/' Thin 
moth is about a quarter inch in length, 
shiny buff in color, very much like the 
paper \vorm with the exception that 
this is a moth and has wings. 
It was 
discovered in this section first in Lan­ 
caster County, appearing in this coun­ 
ty three years ago. At first it was 
scarcely noticed. Last year it became 
worse, and this year it has become so 
bad as to become almost a plague. 
Starting on ’the top of a mow of stored 
wheat tho moths literally form a cover 
of moving, eating destructiveness, that 
eventually will ruin the entire crop if 
not discovered in time and proper 
measures fol* it’s 
protection 
made. 
The Pennsylvania Department of Ag­ 
riculture has issued a large poster in 
colors whirh give.s the methods for 
i*is control, its lif^ history, and makes 
the amassing statement that the pest 
li.\ destroyed at least a million dollars 
worth of wheat each year. 
To this 
end it recommends the threshing of 
wheat as soon after harvest as pos­ 
sible, avoiding long storage.

only, not daily. Once it is heated it is 
just as easy to make three or four 
cakes or pies as one. 


Never use kerosene to start

Use gasoline, if you must use it, only with greatest care and never 


near a fire.

a match ^until the last spark is out. Place used matches in metal recep- 
tacles. Never throw them on the floor or in waste baskets. 


Keep 


them in closed metal receptacles. 


Never leave an electiic iron, or other electric heating device, even for

If the fireplace in your kitchen is

sprouted to provide green feed for the 
fowls. * 


A good way to do this is to get a 


few boxes that may be easily handled. 
Fill the boxes with garden loam soil 
and put in the barn, cellar or outhouse 
where there is ventilation. 
Moisten 


the soil and sow oats in these boxes: 
The seed may be planted very thick, 
aV it will be best to set the box out 
and let the cnicltens have access to 
them as soon as the plants are an 
inch or more above the ground. An- 
other sowing may then be made in the 
box. 


In this way the fowls aiay have 


enough green food to give them a 
good Appetite and keep them in fine 
health and vigor. It is a very difficult 
matter to keep hens in good laying 
condition during the winter without 
gr< en food. The best way is to sow 
green ciops. If this has not been done, 
th<n oats may be sprouted as has been 
suggested.

First Degree Murder Verdict. 
The jury in the case of Claronce R. Col- 
lius, of Gettysburg, charged with the mur­ 
der of George J. Bushman on the night of 
October 16th, last, was completed on Wed­ 
nesday afternoon and the court at once 
proceeded with» hearing testimony. The 
complete jury is as follows: 
W. K. Eich- 
elberger* Tyrone township; George Bf 
Lay, Tyrone township; Reuben Matthias. 
Union township; Curtis Kane, Liberty 
township; L. E. Hershey, Cumberland 
township; A. J. Guise, Butler township;

At noon on Saturday the jury in the 
case of the Com. vs Clareuce R. Collius 
announced that it was ready to render a 
verdict.

Germans Had 3,600. 


M. Fokker said he built 3,000 air­ 
planes at his factories in Germany 
for thè Germans to use in the spring 
drive of 1918, but the allies had five 
to one.

\ “Jf the war had gone on for sev­ 
eral more years how far would the 
airplane have developed?’* M. Fok­ 
ker was asked. 


His answer revealed what he de­ 
clared had been a great military se­ 
cret. “We would have put the artil­ 
lery out of commission/* ho said, 
“We 
\vould have made the big guns as old- 
fashioned as spears. 
It was all the 
fault of the army red tape in Berlin 
that it, was not begun sooner.

More than half our fires are in homes. The majority of these occur 
because of defective furnaces and llues, faulty electriu wiring, careless 
smokers, open lights, thoughtless use of electric appliances, rubbish, care­ 
less use of mutches, gasoline and kerosene, and other easily avoidable 
causes. 


Therefore the following suggestions are made: 
Make suro your heating plant and appurtenances are in safe condition 
before starting fire for winter. 
Paper flue-stops court disaster.

Examine electric wiring for worn insulation and defects in installa­ 
tion.

Protect open lights with globes. 
Clean up rubbish, especially in basements, attics and back yards, and 
keep clean. . 


Use gasoline, if you must use it, only with greatest care and never 
uear a fire. The vapor from one gallon of gasoline has an explosive force 
equal to 83 pounds of dynamite. 


Never fill kerosene lamps while lighted. Never use kerosene to start 


fires.

Keep matches in metal boxes and away from children. Never discard 
a match ^until the last spark is out. Place used matches in metal recep­ 
tacles. Never throw them on the floor or in waste baskets. 


Oil mops and oily rags ignite from spontaneous combustion. Keep 
them in closed metal receptacles. 


Never leave an electric iron, or other electric heating device, even for 
a minute, without disconnecting at the socket. 


Careless smokers cause thousands of fires, costing many lives. Cigaret 
butts and cigar stubs should be extinguished before being discarded and 
care should be used in depositiijg pipe ashes.

EAST INDIAN CURRIED DISHES. 


In spite of its high seasoning, people 
who have acquired the taste for currv 


enjoy it at any season. 
Although curry powder 
is not expensive when 
purchased, one may pre­ 
pare it at home and be 
sure of its purity. 


Take One ounce each 
of 
turmeric, 
coriander 
seed, white ginger, nut­ 
meg, mace and cayenne 
Pound all together in a mortar and 
sift through a line sieve; bottle and 
cork well. 


To prepare curry, a rabbit, chiclien 
or oilier delicately flavored meat is re 
quired. For chicken curry cover th* 
chicken with boiling water, adding tw* 
larg6 onions and a bouquet of herbs 
Simmer gently for an hour and a quui 
ter or until the chicken is tender, re 
moving all fat as it rises. 
Add tw* 
tablespoonfuls of flour to the sunn 
amount of fat, mix until well blendei 
and stir into the chicken broth. 
Adi1 
a teaspoonful, or more if partial to the 
taste, of curry powder. 
This should 
be mixed with the flour and fat. Beai 
the yolks of three eggs, stir into the 
gravy carefully, add salt together with 
ihe juice of half a lemon Heat but do 
not boil. 
Pour over the chicken and 
arrange around it a border of rice. 


East Indian Curry.- Slice one onion 
ami fry in butter. Soak u slice of bread 
in milk, grate six sweet almonds, add. 
with two well-beaten eggs, one-half 
-cupful 
of milk, one-half pound 
of 
minced meat, one tablespoonful of but- 
ter and one tablespoonful of curry. 
Grease a baking dish with butter, rub 
with lemon juice, salt, put in the mix­ 
ture and bake 
Serve with boiled rice. 


Curry of Mutton.—Fry one kirge 
onion chopped Unt in two tablespoon 
fuls of butter. 
Mix one tablespoonful 
of curry powder, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one tablespoonful of flour and stir 
Into the butter and onion. 
Add grad- 
uall} 
one pint 
of stock. Out 
two 
pounds of lean mutton into small 
pieces and brown them in hot fat 
add them to the sauce and simmer 
until tender. Place the meat on a hot 
dish and arrange a border of rice 
around the meat. 


Curried Eggs.—Cook six eggs until 
hard, remove the shells and cut in 
halves. Fry a teaspoonfvl of onion in 
a tablespoonful of butter, add ont 
tablespoonful of cornstarch or two of 
flour, mixed with half a tablespoonfu/ 
of curry powder. 
Pour over slowlj 
one and one-half cupfuls of stoM 
cream or milk; add salt. 
Simmer till 
the onions are soft, then add the eggs 
Simmer until hot. Serve in a shallow 
dish or arrange on toasre.
